How to Discourage Employment 

The current state of business should give pause 
to those who have been advocating extension of 
the federal wage-hour law to retailing and other 
service businesses which have been exempt ever since 
that law came 'into being back in the '30's. • 

Cogent reasons account for this long-established 
retail exemption. One is that all retailing is local — • 
an outlet of .the biggest national chain must still com- 
pete at the local level in its community, and adapt 
itself to extremely varied local needs, desires", and 
living and working standards. 

Another is that retailing offers job opportunities 
for the young, the experienced, the marginal worker, 
jjnd the part-time worker. The value of these people, 
measured by productivity, is small. But, by working 
in a retail store, they can obtain experience that 
will .qualify them for responsible, better-paid posi- 
tions both in and out of the 'retail trade. 

Another is that arbitrary wage-hour rules, ap- 
plying with equal force to the biggest .cities and small 
towns, must inevitably be inequitable and disruptive. 

To come back to the present, extension of the 
law to retailers would' forco them to pare their em- 
ployment, and especially their marginal employment, 
to the limit. Then we would have more unemploy- 
ment — and a further downward dip in the economy.

Go to your, 
doctor— or to your polio vaccination clinic — and start 
the three-shot series TODAY,* Don't be among those 
unfortunate people who -waited until it was too late, 

Nor All Crops Are "Politico I" 
A good many people who have no personal con- 
nection with farming may think that the .govern- 
ment supports and subsidizes all agricultural produc- 
tion. But that is not the case. Supports apply only 
to six so-called basic crops, which are frequently and 
accurately called the "political crops," .And these 
six crops, as Karl D. Butler, a leading agricultural 
economist points out, make up only 24 per cent of . 
the value of all crops. 

He adds: "What most people forget is that some 
of the most important farm commodities are not 
price-supported by the government. For example, 
livestock and their products represent more than half 
of the • gross income of farmers, yet the only com- 
modity in this group that is price supported is butter." 

Meat, in other words, moves in a free market, 
all the way, from animals on the hoof to th*e favorite' 
cuts you buy from your butcher. And the produc- 
ers of meat — as spokesmen for livestock associations 
and others have said time and time again — want and 
mean to keep it that way. They have their troubles. 
They've known bust as well as boom. They've been 
plagued with drought. They've seen prices tumble 
to levels that brought them heavy losses. But they 
prefer to take their own chances and work out their 
own destinies without bureaucrats giving the orders 
and making the rules. And over the years they've 
done well. * 

So have consumers. The free market sees to it 
that we get the Tdnds and cuts of meat we want when 
we want them. And price is established by the 
natural "law of supply and demand — not by fallible 
political judgment.

He has 
gained the reputation of being a 
friend of the taxpayers, especially 
for his work on improving Public 
Assistance. 

Recently the Senator called the 
relief set-up unworkable and urged 
that the Illinois Public Aid Com- 
mission be abolished in testimony 
before the legislative advisory com- 
mittee to the IPTC. He charged 
that the IPAC has shown a "callous 
unconcern when inefficiences are 
detailed." 

Arrington suggested .that relief 
responsibility be placed in a code 
department of the state under a di- 
rector appointed by the Governor. 
Such a bill was passed by the Sen- 
ate in the last session but was tabled 
by the House. Twelve of the 14 
recommendations made by a legis- 
lative committee to tighten control 
of relief administration, giving the 
taxpayer more for his tax dollar, 
were opposed by the IPAC, and the 
General Assembly failed to pass 
these constructive measures. 

Not only has Arrington almost 
single handedly championed public 
assistance control but he has an out- 
standing record of being the spokes- 
man on the state fiscal reform, judi- 
cial amendment, and the assess- 
ment bills passed by the General 
Assembly in the last session. 

"The League's annual meeting is 
open to all citizens interested in good 
government," stated Bruce Trester, 
executive secretary. "We invite you 
to hear a message that will point 
out the need for citizen concern and 
action with their governments."

In such lovely spring weather, 



Since when did the word "tem- 
porary" come to mean "permanent"? 
That is the question 35 million 
Americans who are customers of the 
Bell Telephone System are asking 
each other regarding the war time 
emergency excise taxes on tele- 
phone bills. Additional millions, 
customers of other communication 
systems, are asking the same ques- 
tion. The war is' over, but the ex- 
cise , taxes on telephone and tele- 
graph services have acquired a sus- 
piciously permanent look. 

If these people, plus the millions 
of riders of "for hire" carriers, tell 
their' Congressmen in their own 
words that they want .the emer- 
gency excise taxes on these services 
repealed, there will be action. These 
taxes are unfair, because excise tax- 
es in general are imposted mainly 
on so-called luxuries. Communi- 
cations service is not a luxury but 
an absolute necessity in the present- 
day business and personal lives of 
all Americans. 

The total tax bill paid by Illinois 
Bell Telephone System in 1957, in- 
cluding the federal excise tax, was 
$137,838,151, or a monthly average 
of $3.32 per telephone (95c per 
telephone being for Federal excise 
taxes). The 1957 excise tax alone 
paid by Illinois Bell, and collected 
from their customers, amounted to 
$39 Vj million. 

The point to remember is that 
all of the taxes paid by Illinois Bell 
are collected directly or indirectly 
from telephone customers. On the 
average, taxes took more than 28c 
of every dollar that Illinois Bell 
collected from their customers in 
1957. The excise tax as part of the 
28c taken from every dollar is dis- 
criminatory and should be ended. 

If Congress wants to consider a 
tax reduction as a means of increas- 
ing consumer spending, the elimina- 
tion of excise taxes would put siz- 
able amounts of spendable money 
into the pockets of all American 
families. Then those deeply affected 
by such taxes — telephone and tele- 
graph companies, the "for hire" car- 
riers, and last but not least, the cus- 
tomers — would be relieved of a ser- 
ious drag on our economy. 

Congress should be further en- 
couraged to do something about 
these taxes now. Congressmen are 
listening, reading, and doing some- 
thing about tne mail they receive 
from back home. Let them have 
your views. Your 3c investment 
in a postage stamp may pay of/ 
worth-while dividends.
